‘T am shocked and dis- 
mayed at the charges which 
have been filed against me. X 
have not conspired with any- 
one at any time or any place 
to murder our late and es- j 
teemed President, John F. j 
Kenne dy , or anyone else . ” j 

Shaw, later freed on $10,000 ? 
bond, added: 

“I do not know Harvey Lee 
Oswald nor to the best of my ■ 
knowledge know anyone who

■ In an apparent move to 
link Shaw to Oswald, District 
/Attorney Jim Garrison yes- 
terday subpoenaed a local at- 
torney, Dean Andrews, for 
* questioning* 

Andrews had told investi- 
gators in 1963 that a man 
named 0ay Bertrand had 
; telephoned and asked him to 
represent Oswald after his 
arrest in Dallas, 

In the affidavit filed by 
Garrison's chief investigator, 
i Louis Ivon, Shaw was identi- 
fied as “alias Clay Ber- 
trand/’ 

The name Bertrand ap- 
peared in the Warren Com- 
mission report, but its inves- 
tigators could find no one by 
■that name. 

Clay’s arrest triggered a 
1 series of reactions and devel- 
Vopments around the world* 

Tti Washington, the new at- 
torney general, Ramsey 
Clark, said an FBI investiga- 
tion in late 1963 had cleared 
Shaw of ■'any part in toe as- 
sassination. “On the eyi 
deuce that the FBI has, there 
was no connection found/ 1 
; Clark said,

The district attorney's affi- 
davit cleared toe way for a 
warrant to search Shaw’s 
luxurious residence in the 
French Quarter* Investiga- 
tors found: 

A rope, chains, whips, a 
eat her strap, a cartridge 
belt, a black hood and cape, 
a black gown, a shotgun and 
gun case and miscellaneous 
papers and books, including 
three calendar appointment 
books. 

The affidavit was submit- 
ted to Acting Magistrate Ber- 
nard J. Bagert who set 
March 14 for a preliminary 
hearing for Shaw. The re- 
quest for the hearing was 
made by Garrison’s office, 
an unusual move for the 
prosecution* 

Guy Johnson, one of 
Shaw's attorneys, said: “We 
do not understand the moti- 
v at ion of Mr. Garrison. 
There is no argument that 
Mr* Shaw has a right to a 
preliminary bearing but I’m 
not asking for it” 

The hearing will consider 
the booking under a statute 
'relative to conspiring and 
entering in an agreement or 
combination with one or 
more other persons for the 
purpose of committing the 
crime of murder of John F. 
Kennedy.” 

The affidavit detailed what 
the district attorney’s office 
said were the circumstances 
of the plot* 

It said Oswald, Shaw, 
David William Ferrie, others 
and an informant “were dis- 
caussing how they would kill 
John F, Kennedy, President 
of toe United States/ 1 
“At these meetings there 
was discussion and agree- 
ment to carry out this con- 
spiracy.

The affidavit said the in- 
formant, “after giving this 
statement to the affiant, vol- 
untarily submitted to sodium 
pentothal, commonly known 
as truth - serum, which was 
administered under the care 
and control and supervision 
of toe coronerTor the Parish 
(county) of Orleans, a medi- 
cal doctor. 

“That the confidential in 
formant while under the so* 
dfuni pentothal verified, cor- 
roborated and reaffirms his 
earlier statements/* . 

Shaw, a silver-haired beb 
onair bachelor, immacu- 
lately t a i ! o r e d in heavy 
brown tweed, read his state- 
ment in the office of one of 
Ms attorneys, Edward Weg- 
menn* 

Shaw said he had initially 
been questioned by Garrison 
^around Christmas time” 
and was then asked about the 
“Cuban incident” involving 
Oswald. 

The incident occurred out- 
side Shaw’s office in toe old 
Trade Mart building in Au- 
gust, 1963, when Oswald scuf- 
fled with anti-Castro Cubans. 
He was distributing Fair 
Play for Cuba leaflets at tlie 
time. 

Shaw was arrested follow 
ing' another interrogation in 
Garrison’s office Wednesday 
afternoon. 


Shaw Spent 
Assassination 
Day Here 


Clay L. Shaw, the New! 
Orleans businessman a c- ■ 
eused of participating in a j 
conspiracy to murder Pres- i 
ident John F. Kennedy/ 
was in San Francisco the 
day of the assassination. 

He was then managing di- 
rector of toe New Orleans In- 
ternational Trade Mart, 
which was planning to build 
a skyscraper. 

He had written J. Monroe 
Sullivan, then executive di- 
rector of the World Trade 
Center, saying he planned to 
be in San Francisco a couple 
of days and could Sullivan 
arrange a luncheon of busi- 
nessmen? 

Sullivan, now assistant to 
the executive director of toe 
Fort of Oakland, did so* 

On toe morning of to at 
Friday, November 22, we 
showed him around the cen- 
ter and the World Trade li- 
brary/* Subi van recalled* 
“Then came the news from 
Dallas — too late to call off I 
the luncheon.” 

Shaw briefly told of plans 
for their new skyscraper. 

Sullivan said lie could re- 
call “nothing untoward, noth- 
ing abnormal in his (Shaw’s) 
behavior,” then added: “But, 
of course, we weren’t looking 
for anything untoward. The 
day itself was abnormal*”
